ORGANISATION  AND  ADMINISTRATION 

The  Staff  of  Medical  Officers  (Principal  School  Medical  Officer,  Deputy 
and  School  Medical  Officer)  is  shared  between  the  Education  and  Health 
Authorities.  Similarly,  the  School  Nurses  are  also  employed  by  the  Health 
Committee  as  Health  Visitors. 

The  Principal  School  Dental  Officer,  School  Dental  Officer  and 
Attendants,  Speech  Therapist  and  some  clerical  staff  are  employed  solely  in 
the  School  Health  Service. 

Duties 

The  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  is  responsible  for  the  School 
Health  and  School  Dental  Services,  and  the  ancillary  services  thereof. 
Certain  clinical  duties  are  undertaken  by  him  as  time  permits.  The  Deputy 
and  School  Medical  Officers  carry  out  School  Medical  Inspections,  and 
re-inspections,  the  ascertainment  of  Handicapped  Pupils,  Vaccination  and 
Immunisation  procedures  in  the  schools.  All  new  Education  Staff  (teachers, 
canteen  staff)  are  examined  regarding  their  fitness  for  duty.  The  School 
Medical  Officers  assist  in  this  where  necessary,  and  they  examine  and 
review  the  School  Meals  Staff  as  their  duties  demand. 
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The  Medical  Officers  also  report  on  defects  in  School  Premises  in 
addition  to  action  taken  through  other  channels. 

The  Staff  of  School  Nurses  and  Superintendent  are  concerned  with  the 
preparation  in  the  school  for  the  Routine  Medical  Inspections,  and 
re-inspections,  and  for  the  special  ‘hygiene  and  cleanliness’  visits  they  pay 
to  all  schools.  They  assist  in  special  examinations,  and  visit  pupils  at  home. 
They  have  direct  contact  by  telephone  or  letter  with  the  pupil’s  own  doctor 
— a very  valuable  asset. 

The  Speech  Therapist  and  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  have  reported 
later  in  diis  report. 

The  Programme  of  School  Medical  Inspections 

Normally  every  school — Infant,  Primary  and  Secondary — under  the 
Education  Authority  is  visited  at  least  once  per  year  for  School  Medical 
Inspection,  and  once  per  term  for  Hygiene  and  Cleanliness.  It  has  been 
possible  previously  to  finish  the  inspections  in  the  Primary  Schools  in  the 
Easter  term,  so  that  all  pupils  are  examined  just  before  they  start  their 
Secondary  Education  in  September.  The  Entrants  Inspection  for  children 
as  soon  as  they  enter  school  takes  place  therefore  in  the  Michaelmas  term, 
and  this  leaves  the  Spring  term  for  the  Third  Age  Group  (‘leavers’).  Other 
Routine  Inspections  (e.g.,  older  children)  are  fitted  in  as  time  permits,  but 
it  can  be  seen  that  the  School  Medical  Officers  are  fully  occupied  with  the 
three  essential  Routine  Inspections  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  each 
term. 

Consideration  has  been  given  to  a system  of  School  Medical  Inspection 
which  has  been  introduced  in  some  other  Local  Authorities.  Under  this, 
Routine  Inspections  are  carried  out  on  Entrants  and  Leavers — the  other 
examinations  are  reserved  for  pupils  specially  referred  to  the  School 
Medical  Officer  from  various  sources  (chiefly  from  teaching  staff).  Much 
has  been  written  about  the  pros  and  cons  of  such  a service,  and  it  is  felt 
that,  in  a city  of  the  size  of  Chester,  where  the  turnover  of  one  Medical 
Officer  every  two  or  three  years  means  a change  of  50  per  cent,  of  the 
examining  S.M.O.’s,  such  a scheme  would  be  quite  risky  and  may  lose  more 
than  it  would  gain  in  efficiency.  The  scheme  is  still  under  consideration.

It  will  be  noted  that  79  pupils  (2-19  per  cent.)  have  been  classified  as  of 
unsatisfactory  physical  condition,  and  an  examination  of  the  previous  pages 
will  show  that  these  occurred  in  the  Boys’  Schools  only.  The  reason  for  this 
is  that  different  standards  are  adopted  by  different  School  Medical  Officers. 
It  is  not  possible  to  lay  down  hard  and  fast  criteria  of  such  a complex 
feature  as  ‘Physical  Condition’.  Attempts  have  been  made  to  do  this  in 
various  ways  in  the  past,  until  eventually  the  classification  into  ‘Satis.’  and 
‘Unsatis.’  was  found  most  expedient. 
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Pupils  found  at  Periodic  Medical  Inspections  to  require  treatment  (ex- 
cluding Dental  Diseases  and  Infestation  with  Vermin).

The  preponderance  of  pupils  with  visual  defects  requiring  treatment  will 
be  noted.  This  is  not  confined  to  Secondary  Grammar  and  High  Schools, 
but  also  occurs  in  some  Secondary  Modern  Schools.  The  lighting  in  schools 
is  one  factor  to  which  great  attention  is  paid,  and  no  lowering  of  standards 
has  been  allowed  to  occur  even  in  the  old  schools  under  the  Council’s 
jurisdiction.

The  decrease  of  infestations  over  last  year  (667  to  566)  is  welcome.  More 
rigorous  measures  were  enforced  to  ensure  cleansing  of  verminous  pupils 
and  this  has  caused  a greatly  increased  number  of  notices  to  be  served 
under  Sections  54(2)  and  54(3). 

The  hard  core  of  lazy  parents  persists,  of  course,  their  offspring 
reappearing  from  time  to  time  to  be  deloused.  Cleansing  is,  of  course,  a 
duty  of  the  parent:  rather  than  let  the  children  suffer  for  their  parents’ 
faults,  they  were  cleansed  at  the  Centre  in  Union  Street  and  supervised  at 
the  Minor  Ailments  Clinics.

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TREATMENT  OF  PUPILS 

Pupils  found  to  require  treatment  by  their  own  General  Medical  Prac- 
titioners were  referred  directly  to  them.  There  were  certain  conditions — 
especially  Orthopaedic,  Eye  and  E.N.T. — which  required  specialist’s 
attention.  In  these  cases,  the  General  Medical  Practitioner  was  informed  of 
the  defect  and  given  an  opportunity  to  make  alternative  arrangements  for 
treatment  other  than  through  the  School  Health  Service.  If  the  Doctor 
acquiesced,  an  appointment  at  the  Specialist  Clinic  was  made. 

On  receipt  of  the  Specialist’s  report,  a copy  was  sent  to  the  pupil’s  own 
Medical  Practitioner. 

Some  Out-Patient  Clinics  also  sent  reports.  A close  and  very  welcome 
liaison  was  thus  in  existence  between  the  three  branches  of  the  Health 
Service. 

Minor  Ailments  were  treated  at  St.  Martin’s  House  Central  Clinic  and  at 
Lache  School  daily  during  school  terms.  The  Lache  Clinic  was  re-opened 
after  having  been  temporarily  closed  for  lack  of  patients.

Group  2 — Eye  Diseases,  Defective  Vision  and  Squint 

Cases  for  examination  by  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  under  the  School

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In  spite  of  the  extremely  difficult  conditions  of  congestion  under  which 
the  ophthalmic  clinics  have  had  to  be  held  at  the  Royal  Infirmary,  the 
waiting-time  for  schoolchildren  has  been  reduced  remarkably  by  special 
sessions.  A valuable  and  close  liaison  has  existed  between  the  Hospital 
Clinic  and  the  School  Health  Service,  and  we  are  very  much  indebted  to 
the  Specialists  and  Staff  of  the  Clinic  for  their  close  co-operation,  and  their 
patience  and  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  schoolchildren. 

It  is  very  much  to  be  hoped,  when  the  new  Out-Patients’  Department  is 
finished  at  the  Royal  Infirmary,  that  conditions  at  the  Clinic  will  make  the 
work  more  congenial. 

Group  3 — Ear,  Nose  and  Throat 

There  is  a weekly  Clinic  at  Chester  Royal  Infirmary  to  which  pupils  are 
referred  by  their  own  Medical  Practitioner  or  through  the  School  Health 
Service.

Group  5 — Child  Guidance 

The  City  Council  has  agreed  with  the  Cheshire  County  Council  for  the 
joint  use  of  a Child  Guidance  Team  when  this  has  been  appointed  by  the 
County  Council.  Such  a team  would  operate  initially  at  the  Ellesmere  Port 
Clinic  and  subsequently  also  at  a Joint  Clinic  in  Chester  (when  this  is 
completed). 

At  present,  cases  are  referred  (for  Child  Guidance)  to  the  Notre  Dame 
Child  Guidance  Clinic  in  Liverpool,  and  for  Child  Psychiatric  cases  to  the 
Out-Patient  Clinic  at  the  Royal  Infirmary.  (This  is  to  be  re-housed  in  the 
new  Out-Patients’  Block  when  completed.)  The  distance  to  Liverpool  is  a 
great  drawback  to  the  successful  treatment  and  follow-up  of  these  cases, 
but  I am  glad  to  note  the  many  good  results  which  have  been  obtained.

Children  with  speech  and  language  disorders  are  encouraged  to  attend 
the  Speech  Therapy  Clinic  at  the  School  Dental  Clinic,  Union  Street. 
During  term  time,  weekly  sessions  were  held  at  Blacon,  Newton  and  Lache 
Schools. 

Children  were  referred  for  treatment  only  when  the  speech  and  language 
disorder  was  sufficiently  severe  to  interfere  with  communication,  cause 
maladjustment  or  impede  reading  progress.  Very  few  children  entering 
school  at  five  years  of  age  have  normal,  acceptable  speech.  The  majority  of 
children  in  this  age  group  use  infantile  speech,  which  under  normal  con- 
ditions improves  as  maturation  takes  place. 

There  appears  to  have  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  children 
referred  from  the  5^  to  6i  year  age  group,  and  it  was  noted  that  some  of 
these  children  were  totally  unprepared  for  school.  The  period  of  transition 
and  adjustment  was  protracted,  resulting  in  temporarily  arrested  speech 
and  language  development.  These  children  had  received  inadequate 
auditory  stimulation  in  the  home  environment  and  insufficient  opportunity 
for  creative  play  in  the  company  of  other  pre-school  children. 

Approximately  80  per  cent,  of  the  children  with  articulatory  defects 
within  the  6}  to  9 year  age  group  were  found  to  be  experiencing  reading 
difficulties. 

Parental  and  school  co-operation  is  essential  if  progress  is  to  be  estab- 
lished and  maintained.  Interest  and  co-operation  shown  by  Head  Teachers 
and  Class  Teachers  in  Schools  has  been  greatly  appreciated.

(4)  School  Meals  Staff 

Special  care  is  taken  to  ensure  that  the  School  Meals  personnel  do  not  carry 
diseases,  especially  intestinal  fevers.  Notices  are  posted  in  all  Canteens;  the 
incidence  of  any  gastro-intestinal  upset  is  immediately  investigated  and 
during  this  time  the  patient  is  not  allowed  to  handle  food  or  utensils.  The 
Staff  are  subject  to  special  investigation  to  ensure  freedom  from  carrying 
intestinal  disease,  and  a periodic  check  of  ‘stand-by’  Staff  is  also  made.  No 
person  is  employed  in  the  School  Meals  Service  until  she  has  satisfactorily 
passed  these  tests.  Although  these  safeguards  are  good,  it  must  be 
understood  that,  in  spite  of  them,  it  is  still  possible  to  get  outbreaks  of 
Food  Poisoning  from  this  and  other  sources. 

A full  account  of  the  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  in  1961  is  given  in 
the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  it  is  good  to  note 
that  there  were  no  school  outbreaks  during  the  year.

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Measles  must  be  regarded  as  a most  serious  disease,  because  of  the 
complications  which  may  occur  and  because  of  the  very  undesirable 
sequelae.  We  see,  all  too  often,  children  allowed  to  run  about  the  streets 
with  evidence  of  a Measles  rash  still  present.  Parents  will  be  aware  of  the 
great  difference  between  physical  toughening  and  such  foolhardiness.  Un- 
fortunately, it  is  the  children  who  suffer,  and  who  pass  the  disease  on  to 
others. 


VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

Diphtheria 

Valuable  liaison  with  the  School  Teachers  has  enabled  us  to  hold 
sessions  for  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  at  the  end  of  the  School 
Medical  Inspections.  In  this  way,  it  has  been  possible  to  maintain  a very 
high  percentage  of  pupils  who  are  fully  protected  against  Diphtheria.

Whooping  Cough 

Three  injections  are  necessary.  The  material  is  available  to  pupil’s  own 
General  Medical  Practitioners  on  request.  The  normal  procedure  is  to 
combine  Pertussis  with  Diphtheria  Antigen,  to  diminish  the  number  of 
injections  necessary.  On  request,  the  combined  Antigen  can  be  given  at  the 
Schools.  The  demand  has  suffered  by  the  urgency  of  immunisation  against 
other  diseases  (smallpox,  polio)  but  efforts  are  directed  to  increasing  the 
acceptance  rate  in  the  City. 

Tetanus 

The  normal  mode  of  administration  is  in  combination  with  Diphtheria 
and  Pertussis  Antigen — the  Triple  Antigen — and  this  is  available  on 
request  at  the  Clinic,  School  Inspections  and  for  the  patient’s  own  doctor. 

Smallpox 


Normally  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  patient’s  own  General  Medical 
Practitioner.  In  an  outbreak,  or  the  threat  thereof,  vaccination  may  be 
offered  to  the  general  public.

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B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

A further  extension  of  the  scheme  for  vaccination  against  T.B.  included 
pupils  of  age  10  and  upwards,  but  normally  confined  activities  to  pupils 
aged  13  and  upwards  (the  lower  age  being  for  special  cases  and  circum- 
stances). Students  attending  all  types  of  educational  establishments  were 
included. 


At  the  end  of  1960,  owing  to  staff  shortages,  the  vaccination  sessions  ran 
on  to  1961.  I publish  here  the  corrected  figures  for  1960  and  the  number 
done  in  1961.

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

People  eligible  to  receive  polio  vaccination  are  those  up  to  40  years  of 
age  and  certain  Priority  Groups  at  special  risk  (especially  those  in  the 
hospital  and  medical  services). 

Normally  for  these,  immunisation  consisted  of  three  injections  at  suitable 
intervals.  (The  recent  introduction  of  oral  vaccine  is  altering  this.)  In 
addition,  school  pupils  between  five  years  and  12  years  old  were  to  receive 
a fourth  injection  as  additional  protection,  as  they  are  considered  to  be 
specially  at  risk.  It  was  necessary  later  in  the  year  to  cancel  this  fourth 
injection  temporarily,  due  to  shortage  of  vaccine:  an  evening  session  of 
polio  vaccination  was  also  suspended  for  the  same  reason. 

There  is  virtually  now  no  waiting  list  for  polio  vaccination,  as  the  vaccine 


is  in  ample  supply.

HANDICAPPED  PUPILS 

Ascertainment 


All  the  Medical  Officers  employed  in  the  School  Health  Service  have 
now  been  approved  for  the  Ascertainment  of  Educationally  Subnormal  and 
Ineducable  Children.  All  categories  of  Handicapped  Pupils  were  ascertained 
by  our  own  staff,  but  in  certain  types  of  handicap  reference  was  made  to 
Specialists  at  various  clinics:  Physically  Handicapped,  Heart  Cases,  Child 
Guidance  Cases.  The  Medical  Officers  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  great 
help  they  have  received  with  these  cases. 

Normally,  ascertainment  of  Handicapped  Pupils  is  carried  out  during  the 
School  Holidays,  as  time  does  not  permit  of  this  during  the  School  Terms. 
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Tuition 

Because  of  the  difficulty  in  finding  suitable  educational  accommodation 
for  certain  categories  of  Handicapped  Pupils,  much  more  Home  Tuition 
was  provided  than  hitherto.  This  has  the  advantages  of  bridging 
a gap  in  the  school  career  and,  though  only  of  limited  duration  and  applica- 
tion, brings  the  pupil  into  close  contact  with  the  teacher,  more  so  than  in  a 
class.  ‘Full  time’  education  for  such  pupils  is  not  desirable. 

(a)  Blind  Pupils 

One  Blind  Pupil  was  in  Special  School  at  the  end  of  1961. 

(b)  Partially  Sighted 

One  pupil  was  re-assessed  and  recommended  for  notification  as  being 
incapable  of  education  because  of  subnormality  of  intellect. 

(c)  Deaf 

The  total  number  of  Deaf  Pupils  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  four,  all  of 
whom  were  satisfactorily  placed. 

(d)  Partially  Deaf 

Three  Pupils  were  in  Special  Schools  for  the  partially  deaf  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  Assessment  of  partially  deaf  children  was  enhanced  by  the 
provision  of  a Pure  Tone  Auiometer.  One  of  the  School  Nursing  Staff  had 
previous  training  and  experience  in  the  use  of  this  apparatus  and  cases  of 
suspected  hearing  were  therefore  specially  referred  to  the  Central  Clinic 
for  Audiometry. 

(e)  Educationally  Subnormal  Pupils 

This  is  by  far  the  largest  group  of  Handicapped  Pupils.  It  does  not 
include  pupils  temporarily  retarded  by  illness,  changes  of  school  or  absence 
from  any  cause,  but  refers  to  those  who  by  reason  of  innate  limited  ability 
require  special  provision  for  their  education.  Temporary  retardation  can  be 
treated  by  a stay  in  an  adjustment  class  or  by  individual  coaching. 
Education  Subnormality  is  a more  permanent  feature  and  requires  special 
education  almost  throughout  school  life  (depending  on  the  degree) — and 
this  may  include  multiple  streams  such  as  we  have  in  the  secondary  modern 
schools. 

The  disposal  of  E.S.N.  pupils  is  given  in  the  table  which  follows. 


(f)  Epileptic  Pupils 

One  pupil  was  in  a Special  School.  One  was  receiving  Home  Tuition. 

The  lack  of  Special  Schools  for  this  group  occasionally  gives  rise  to  great 
difficulty  in  placing  them. 

Independently  run  Schools  are  not  inclined  to  allocate  their  few  places 
to  pupils  who  show  anti-social  trends  (as  Epileptics  sometimes  do)  or  who

have  a second,  though  less  important,  defect — such  as  educational  subnor- 
mality. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  not  all  children  who  suffer  from  Epilepsy  must  be 
Registered  as  Handicapped,  but  only  those  who  cannot  be  educated  under 
the  normal  regime  of  ordinary  school  without  detriment. 

(g)  Maladjusted  Pupils 

The  diagnosis  of  maladjustment  is  very  much  the  specialist’s  province, 
and  it  has  always  been  our  policy  to  have  such  cases  thoroughly  investigated 
before  registering  them  as  Handicapped. 

We  look  forward  to  the  commencement  of  a Child  Guidance  Clinic 
locally,  in  conjunction  with  Cheshire  County  Council.  Our  experience  in 
the  past  has  been  that  pupils  referred  to  us  for  Child  Guidance  have  often 
passed  the  stage  when  a brief  period  of  this — together  with  parental 
guidance — has  been  sufficient:  more  active  forms  of  treatment  have  been 
necessary,  as  it  was  apparent  that  the  maladjustment  had  persisted  too  long 
to  respond  easily  to  treatment. 

Child  Guidance  (and,  with  it,  the  equally  important  Parent  Guidance) 
bears  to  Child  Psychiatry  the  same  relation  as  prevention  bears  to  cure. 
Prevention  of  disorders  is  certainly  the  prerogative  of  the  Local  Health  and 
Education  Authority — so  Child  Guidance  is  one  of  our  important  duties. 

Maladjustment  in  its  early  stage  manifests  itself  in  many  forms  and  is 
usually  amenable  to  treatment.  But  the  importance  of  minor  signs  and 
symptoms  is  often  not  realised  by  either  parents  or  teachers  until  the 
disease  has  progressed  beyond  an  easily  curable  stage. 

(h)  Physically  Handicapped 

Here  again,  we  have  consulted  the  specialists  whose  advice  has  always 
been  willingly  given. 

The  education  of  this  group  has  presented  some  difficulty — especially 
the  Spastic  Children  who  are  sometimes  mentally  retarded.  It  is  not  always 
expedient  nor  propitious  to  send  a child  daily  to  a distant  Special  School, 
and  frequently  the  parent  will  not  wish  the  child  to  go  to  a Boarding 
Special  School.  There  is  insufficient  demand  in  Chester  for  a school  for 
City  patients  only,  and  the  only  possibility  appears  to  be  the  co-ordination 
of  arrangements  made  in  the  several  adjacent  Local  Authorities. 

Five  pupils  were  attending  a Spastic  Unit  and  one  receiving  Home 
Tuition. 

One  local  Voluntary  Body  is  endeavouring  to  establish  a Day  Centre 
for  Spastics  in  the  City. 

(i)  Speech  Defect 

Although  many  pupils  had  Speech  Defects,  these  were  being  dealt  with 
by  the  Speech  Therapist  and  no  other  form  of  Special  Educational  Treat- 
ment was  necessary. 

(j)  Delicate 

This  category  includes  those  pupils  who  needed  Special  Educational 
Treatment  because  of  impaired  physical  condition.

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EMPLOYMENT  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN 


The  Medical  Officers  examined  148  pupils  during  1961  to  ascertain  their 
fitness  for  employment  out  of  school  hours.  Certificates  were  granted  in  148 
cases. 


CO-OPERATION  WITH  PARENTS 


It  is  a tribute  to  our  School  Medical  Service  to  record  that  during  1961 
the  number  of  parents  present  at  the  Periodic  (Routine)  Inspections  was 
1,916,  representing  53-1  per  cent,  of  all  the  pupils  examined.

PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS 

The  Medical  Officers  examined  57  people  as  Entrants  to  the  Teaching 
Profession  or  to  Training  Colleges.  In  each  case,  X-Rays  were  arranged, 
generally  at  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 

All  Teachers  and  Staff  who  come  into  contact  with  the  pupils  have  an 
X-ray  of  chest  before  taking  up  their  duties.  The  Mobile  Mass  Radio- 
graphy Unit  of  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board  visits  the  City 
approximately  every  two  years,  and  on  these  occasions,  also,  all  Teachers 
are  urged  to  attend. 

X-rays  of  chest  are  also  arranged  for  Teachers  about  to  enter  Training 
Colleges,  when  they  are  examined. 

During  1961,  the  Mobile  Mass  X-Ray  Unit  paid  visits  to  Chester.

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PRINCIPAL  SCHOOL  DENTAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT 

FOR  1961 

STAFF 

The  interchange  of  staff  continued  in  1961,  when  Mr.  P.  E.  Goward 
resigned  on  30th  September,  to  take  up  a similar  appointment  elsewhere. 
His  position  was  difficult  to  fill,  because  of  the  national  shortage  of  dental 
surgeons,  but  Mr.  H.  E.  Flavelle  returned  from  retirement  to  work  eight 
sessions  per  week. 


GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS 

That  we  are  not  yet  holding  our  own  against  the  ravages  of  dental 
disease  is  verified  by  the  number  of  children  requiring  treatment.  Of  4,696 
children  examined  during  the  year,  almost  three-quarters  of  these  were 
found  to  need  dental  attention!  Fortunately,  the  propaganda  issued  by  the 
Dental  Clinic,  together  with  the  posters  displayed  in  the  City’s  schools,  is 
improving  the  dental  awareness  of  the  children  and  their  parents,  and  this 
is  illustrated  by  the  higher  ratio  of  fillings  to  extractions.  During  1961,  for 
every  tooth  extracted  (1,572),  2-3  fillings  were  inserted,  and  this  gives  us 
the  remarkably  high  total  of  3,528  fillings  for  the  year.  Should  this  trend 
continue,  then  we  shall  have  to  give  further  consideration  to  raising  the 
establishment  of  dental  surgeons  employed  by  the  City. 

The  training  of  dental  auxiliaries  in  New  Cross  General  Hospital  has 
continued  smoothly,  and  1 was  pleased  to  be  able  to  visit  this  hospital  in 
October,  1961.  There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  these  auxiliaries  will  do 
useful  work  in  the  School  Dental  Service,  and  we  shall  be  given  the 
opportunity  of  employing  one.  One  point  of  importance  in  this  respect  is 
that  these  auxiliaries  are  not  to  be  regarded  as  partly-trained  dental 
surgeons,  but  they  are  fully  trained  to  do  part  of  a dental  surgeon’s  duties, 
and,  as  a result  of  this  distinction,  they  cannot  be  used  as  a substitute  for 
a dental  surgeon,  but  more  as  a supplement. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  the  continued  services  of  a specialist 
anaesthetist  on  a part-time  basis,  and  this  has  helped  to  provide  a smooth 
and  efficient  general  anaesthetic  session. 

ORTHODONTIC  SERVICE 

The  demand  for  orthodontic  treatment  does  not  diminish,  but  the  offer 
of  this  specialised  form  of  treatment  has  to  be  restricted  because  of  the 
routine  conservative  treatment  required  by  the  majority  of  the  City’s 
schoolchildren. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICE 

There  has  not  been  a great  demand  from  this  section  of  the  priority 
classes  for  treatment,  largely  due  to  the  abolition  of  the  fees  charged  under 
the  National  Health  Service  for  the  provision  of  dentures. 

The  increased  trend  for  conservative  treatment  by  pre-school  children 
has,  however,  been  maintained,  and  this  is  to  be  encouraged.
